As soon as the attempt on the life 
of Cabrera was made, officers of his 
government indiscriminately arrested 
men. women and 
children.

these were from the best families of 
the republic and many were accounted 
former friends of the president.

jails are filled and temporary jails are 
being utilized. 
In some cases prison­ 
ers enter their place of Incarceration 
and are never heard of again.
